MR.  MAYOR,  LADY  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

Circular  1961  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  the  16th 
February,  1 940,  which  is  a  guide  as  to  the  contents  and  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Annual  Report, 
suggests  that  during  the  period  of  the  war  reports  should  be 
curtailed.

BIRTHS. 


There  were  291  births  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 
viz.  :  161  males  and  130  females.  Of  these  13  males  and 
4  females  were  illegitimate.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  of 
14.5  per  1000  living  ;  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
being  15.6. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  after  allowing  for  inward 
and  outward  transfers  was  229.  This  gives  a  crude  death 
rate  of  11.4  per  1000  of  the  estimated  resident  population. 
The  Registrar  General  publishes  a  comparability  factor  of 
0.81,  and  if  this  is  used  it  gives  a  comparative  death  rate 
of  9.2,  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  12.1. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  was  10.  This 
gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  34.7  per  1000  registered 
live  births  ;  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  generally 
was  50. 


SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 

The  war  has  considerably  curtailed  the  housing  acti¬ 
vities  of  the  Borough  and  on  the  outbreak  of  hostilities 
building  operations  on  houses  which  were  being  erected  for 
slum  clearance  and  overcrowding  were  temporarily  dis¬ 
continued. 

Only  272  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Acts  and  of  these  49  were  found  unfit. 

Eleven  statutory  notices  were  issued  under  the  above 

Acts.
